Measure Violates Treaty Rights 

London —At the meeting of the 
Newcastle Chamber of Commerce (his 
afternoon the secretary read a letter 
from Sir Edward Grey, stating that

MAINTENANCE OF LIFE 


Pr lent's Address at Opening of 
British Association for Advance. | 
ment of Science | 

Dunde>», Scotland.—The most Inter- 
esting feature of the opening session 
of the British Association for the 4d- 
vancement of Science was the presi- 
dential address this evening of Prof. 
BE. A. Schaefer of Edinburgh Unt- 
versity, which dealt with the nature, 
origin and maintenance of life. Dur- 
ing the course of his address he said: 

We may fairly conclude that all 
changes in living substances are 
brought about by ordinary chemical 
and physical forces. 

Speaking of the properties of 
growth and reproduction, he declared: 

They are possessed not alone by. 
living bodies, for inorganic crystals 
grow ani multiply and reproduce 
their like given a supply of requi- 
ste substance. 

Further he said: 

It has heen proved that we can no. 
longer consider such an apparently) 
vital phenomenon as the fertilization 
of the egg as being the result of liv-| 
ing material brought to it, since It. 
is possible to start the process of 
division of the cell in the egg and the 
resulting formation of cells and ulti-! 
mately of all thé tissues and organs, 
in short to bring about the develop- 
ment of the whole body, if a simple 
chemical reaction is submitted for the 
wale element in the process of fer- 
tilization. We may even hope some 
day to see the material which com- 
poses the nucleus of cell life prepared 
by the combination of the proper 
substances. 

In summing up his remarks, he said 
that research se*ms to point to the 
conclusion that the possibility of the 
production of Nfe-—that is of living 
material—is not so remote as has 
been generally assumed,

ITALY AND TRIPJLI 


!'TALIANS ANNOUNCE TERMS FOR 
ENDING WAR 


Express a Determination to Maintain 
Hold on Tripoli and Cyrenaica—Will 
Return to Turkey telands in Aegean 
Sea, Excepting Stampalia. 

Chiasso, Switzerland.—lialy is de- 
termined to maintain its hold on Tri- 
poli and Cyrenacia. No great ad- 
vance has yet been made in the un- 
official negotiations for peace which 
are now voing on in Switzerland be- 
tween the Italian delegation and re- 
presentatives of the Turkish govern 
ment. The former, while express- 
ing their readiness to make concess- 
fons in behalf of Italy tn secondary 
matters, have declared it impossible 
to give in on several points Italy 
demands absolute and complete sov- 
ereignty over Tripoli and Cyrenaica 
without, however, exacting its recogni- 
tion from Turkey. It demands the 
evacuation of the Turkish troops and 
it is pointed out that the administra 
tion at Constantinople might find a 
way to meet these demands by pro- 
claiming the independence of these 
territories, entrusting the Arabs to 
govern themselves 

It is also proposed that Turkey 
shall immedia:ely re-admit Italians to 
the Ottoman Empire under the stu» 
conditivus as prevaiied before the war 

Italy vil keep Stampalia as a ia- 
al station, while she will retury to 
Turkey the other Islands in the Aeg- 
ean Sea on condition that their nation- 
ality shai be respected and that their 
political and administrative organiza 
tfon shall be conducted on the lines 
set forth in the proposal of Count 
Leopold Von Berchthold, the Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister. Finally 
Italy will grant Turkey the same con-

Weather und harvest progress satis- 
factorily Two or three weeks of 
ordinary dry warm weather would see 
the bulk of the crop in stook and well 
out of harm's way, and in many dis- 
iricts threshing would be fairly well 
begun in that time. We know of

A decided change for the better 
came over the weather at the end of 
the week. Instead of the tantalis- 
ing showers and heavy rainfalls 
which had been delaying cutting, 
the weather cleared away on Satur- 
day, and since then every available 
binder has been working. 

The weather has been warm and 
dry since, and grain that was a little 
bit behind in ripening owing to the 
cool weather has come away won- 
derfully, Practically everything is 
ready for cutting now, and a few 
days more of dry weather will see 
the whole of the grain in stook. 

Threshing commenced on Wed- 
nesday, when an outfit belonging to 
Messrs, Sims & Anderson commen- 
ced work on a field of winter wheat | 
on Mr Sims farm, The Namaka} 
farm also started threshing this 
week. From present indications 
there will not be nearly enough ma- 


handle the enormous crop that has 
matured unless a number = are 
broughtin. Farmers who have the 
labor and have no immediate pros- 
pect of getting their grain threshed 
would be well advised to stack it, 

It does not appear that the frost 
on August 29 did muci damage. 
Samples from fforty different farms 
in this district. were submitted last 
week to the Government Grain In- 
spector at Calgary, Mr Hill, and io 
none of them was there found any 
sigos of dunage, 

Capt. P. J. Daly, who has several 
pieces of farm land in this district, 
States that he has up to date cut over

A number of farmers are now all 
through with thei culting, and will 


be ready for the thresher in a few 
days.

septic tanks at the present time in 
disposing of sewage. The method 
of emptying these is to employ a 
tank with a gasoline pumping at- 
tachment every night to haul away 
the sewage to the refuse ground, 
but with such a system accidents are 
bound to happen sometimes, and 
with one night missed the usual 
thing is for the septic tank to over- 
flow, and cause a bad smell. 

A case of this sort happened on 
Wednesday, when the proprietors ot 
the Maple Leaf Hotel were charged 
on the complaint of the Town Con- 
stable, with having caused a nuis- 
ance by allowing their septic tank to 
overflow on September grd.  Justi- 
ces Lambert and Vickery presided 

The first witness was Mr C. W. 
Chase, who said that the tank wa. 
overflowing on September 3. 

Constable Holmes gave evidence 
to the same effect Cross-examined 
by A. B. Clow, who appeared for 
Messrs. Sherman and Troy, he said 
that he had not informed them that 
the tank was overflowing. 

Mr J. G. Troy, in giving evidence, 
said that his attention had not been 
drawn to the tank overflowing on 
the day in question. 

Mr Clow took objectioa to the re- 
levancy of the complaint. Instead 
of being summonsed, Messrs Sher- 
man and Troy should have been not- 
ified by the Board of Health to have 
the nuisance abated, and if that was 
not done, to then summons the pro- 
prietors. This was the method laid 
down by the act. The defence were 
not notified that a case was to be 
made of it till several days after the 
alleged offence, and they did not 
have any chance to get evidence for 
the defence. 

Mr Vickery remarked that he 
would resign his chairmanship of 
the Board of Health, as the Board 
did not seem to have adequate pow- 
ers, and there was no use of thern 
making themselves ridiculous. 

It may be stated in explanation 
that the proprietors of the Maple 
Leaf are. doing all in their power to 
prevent the tank from overflowing, 
and that the accident on the 3rd 
September was caused mainly by 
the exceptionally heavy rainfall and 
a change ia the contractors for the 
pumping and hauling. They are 
doing their utmost to prevent a re- 
pitition of the nuisance. 


A Good Atala Country | 


In the opinion of Professor Fair- 
field, superintendent of the Domin- 
ion Government's Experimental 
Farm at Lethbridge, and who has 
been in the Western Section of the 
Bow Valley at intervals in the last 
two weeks judying in the altalfa 
competition, this district is well 
suited for the growing of alfalfa and 
for mixed farming. Indeed, it was 
more suitable for this than straight 
wheat growing, for while there was 
no doubt that good wheat could be 
grown here and big yields obtained, 
it was not wise for a farmer here 
or anywhere else to put all his mon- 
ey into wheat. 

During his said Mr Fair- 
field, he bas fields that had 
been sown to altalta, two and even 
three years ago, and several of these | 
were as good as any that could be| 
foundaround Lethbridge, where al- 
falta growing had been successfully 
practised for a number of years 
past. In the cases where alfalfa had 


visit, 


seen 


not been grown successfully here, 
there were two reasons that could 
be assigned for it. One was the 
use of seed that was not hardy 
enough for the winters here, and 
the other was want of inoculation, 
In few cases there had also been 
lack of preparation of the soil. 

On his visit here he had been 
more interested in the fields that had 
been planted ty alfalfa for two or 
more years than in those that had 
been planted this year as the former 
afforded a more conclusive test of 
the country’s ability to produce al- 
falfa successfully. One farm that 
had especially interested him was 
that of Dr. J. W. Giffin, where were 
to be seen 10 acres of alfalta planted 
in 1910, 12 acres planted in 1911, 
and 10 acres planted.this year, All 
were doing fine. Another point 
that had especially interested him at 
Dr, Giffin’s farm was the fine herd 
of pigs, numbering 1200. It was 
one of the finest sights he had seen 
yet. 

It was a point of the utmost im- 
portance that farmers should get 
alfalfa seed of a hardy variety. The 
grimm alfalfa, which had thrived 
well in Montana, a country where 
weather conditions were somewhat 


gmpilar to those in Alberta, gav 
aie here. Though altalfa 
SS long tap root, it was only the 
Hie that had any germinating 
power, and ordinary alfalfa, if it was 
winter killed to the depth of about 
two inches, would not recover. 
With the Grimm alfalfa, however, 
the crown went further into the 
ground, and it would throw out 
shoots even if the first three inches 
or so of the root was winter killed. 
Fall irrigation was, in his opinion, 
much preferable to spring irrigation,

he thought a thorough irrigation 
would help results next year. How- 
ever, with regard to fall irrigation, 
he would like to say that he did not 
know enough about the soil and cli- 
matic conditions in this district to 
lay down the law to farmers here 
with regard to irrigation, but he had 
found fall irrigation to work ver: 
successfully at Lethbridge. Wate: 
was off at the beginning of Oc- 
tober, and any time between now 
and that date was good for using it. 
He was pleased to see the large 
number ot farmers who had entered 
the alfalfa competition this vear, 
and the c retul way in which they 
had prepared the soil. There were 
many fine fields of this year's growth 
in the district. 

Touching on other matters, Mr 
Fairfield said that his trip around 
the country adjicent to Strathmore 
had convinced him that here was 
one ot the tinest firming districts ot 
the province. he difficulty that 
lay before all farming districts in Al- 
berta was the marketing of the pro- 
duce, but this could be overcome in 
time. In the case of wheat or some 
of the other grain crops, they were 
always assured a market, without 
the trouble of looking for it, but 
mixed farming products required the 
market to be found tor them, and 
co-operation among the farmers 
would do a lot towards securing 
better prices for their produce. He 
remembered that in Nebraska at one 
time, before the market was estab- 
lished for their corn, it was only 
worth from 10 to 15¢ per bushel and 
the farmers often burned corn in 
their stoves in place of coal. This 
had_semedied itself, and Nebraska 
corn was now worth from 60 10 7o0c 
per bushel. 

He was pleased to see the ener- 
getic way many of the farmers in this 
district were doing their harvesting. 
He had noticed some of them mov- 
ing their grain out of the way as 
soon as they had it stooked to make 
room tor their plowing, and some 
had their plows following directly 
after the binder, so that the sheaves 
fell on plowed ground. All these 
things saved time, which was a very 
valuable commodity in a country 
like this, where the plowing season 


was short.

DRYING OFF THE COW. 


Dairy Animals Should Have Several 
Weeks’ Rest Before Calving. 

My twenty rears with dairy cows 
have convinced me that continuous 
milking is not desirable, and | doubt 
whether It is profitable, writes Charles 
Evans In the Country Gentleman. It 
is not unusual to find a cow that 
shows no Inclination to dry off. Such 
an animal exhibits an excellent dairy 
trait—persistence in yielding milk. No 
cow should be forced to go dry against 
manifestly natural resistance. If, 
however, the milk has an unpleasant 
taste and turns creamy sbe may as 
well be dried at once, regardless of 
the date. for her milk will not be good 
until she is fresh again. This condi- 
tion as a rule does not occor until a 
short time before calving. 

1 am srre that better resnits are to 
be obtaine’ from cows that are given 
& rest—not too long—to allow recuper- 
ation and furnish the strength to be 
imparted to the rapidly growing calf 
My observation leads me to believe 
that the cow that milks ap strongly 
until she drops the calf is sapping het 
vitality and that either the calf or the 
cow or both suffer. However, the 
mother will tear down ber own body 
to build up that of the calf as long as 
possible, the results showing later on 
In the reduced milk yield. 

One does not need to possess any 
extraordinary reasoning powers to 
conclude that a cow cannot maintain 
her own body, build up a new one and 
at the same time give milk without 
drawing beavily on her strength. 

One instance to prove this was that 
of a Guernsey-Holstein grade that I 


The Ayrshires are distinguished 
more as good average dairy cows 
than for heavy production either of 
milk or butter fat. In both these re- 
spects they occupy a position mid- 
way between Jerseys or Guernseys 
and Holsteins. An average herd of 
Ayrshires would probably produce 
more milk and butter fat than an 
average herd of other dairy breeds, 
but a selected herd of Ayrshires 
would fall behind the production of 
a selected herd of the other breeds, 
says the American Agriculturist. 
From the standpoint of the milk 
consumer the Ayrshire is almost 
ideal because of the uniform com- 
position of the milk, The cow pio- 
tured is a typical Ayrshire. 


owned. She was a heavy, persistent 
milker, usually drying three or four 
weeks previous to calving. One sum- 
mer | found her daily milk yield in- 
creasing within three weeks of calving. 
It was then too late to dry her off, 
and by the time she dropped her calf 
she was giving fifty pounds of milk 
daily. The calf was only of medium 
size, and that year this cow fell off 
nearly 2,000 pounds from her previous 
year’s milk record. But a small part 
of this loss was met by the extra milk 
obtained in the previous period 

Every cow should go dry from three 
to sig weeks before calving. An ac- 
curate record of service by the bull is 
essential to drying off cows at the 
When the time comes for 
drying off a cow the grain food should 
gradually be withdrawn. This may 
of itself cause milk to cease forming. 
if not, omit one milking a day, then 
milk once in two days, thus extending 
the drying period. The udder must be 
watched, and if any hardening or ab- 
normal beat ts shown regular milking 
must be resumed until a normal condi- 
tion is brought about. If a cow con- 
tinues to secrete milk it must be drawn. 

Dry cows may be kept on pasture 
alone or on a low stable diet, mainly 
of coarse forage, until about two weeks 
before calving. Then there should be 
a slow but steady increase of feed of 
a nourishing and laxative kind. Wheat 
bran is good at this time, but new 
process linseed meal is preferable. It 
is better to have the cows calve on the 
upgrade while daily gaining in 
strength and vigor. A week before 
calving give the cow a comfortable, 
toomy box stall within hearing or 
sight of the herd and watch for the 
event. Be sure her bowels are mov-

|} Industrial and city expansion have 
advanced in a degree far greater than 
agriculture, that in spite of the large 
‘mmigration which yearly enters the 
Dominion agriculture has not bene 
| fitted in ratio which its importance 
calls for The favit lies not in high 
priced land which immigrants cannot 
readily utilize but in the lure of the 
city and the city's illusion of higher 
wages This illusion, for such it is, 


is robbing the farm of laborers and) 


| of farmers’ children who would other- 
wise be petential owners of the future. 
How can the supply of farm labor 
be regulated? The problem is of so 
farreaching effects that an answer 
is dificult to find. There seems to 
, be indicat.ons that the farmer will be 
able to secure his laborers from the 
city la case of need, but if he could 
hold the country population to the 
soll, and stop the migration of the 
farm element into the cities, much 
good on behalf of agriculture would be! 
accomplished. Under the present 
_ System of farm labor these benefits 


are greatly hindered. 

Agriculture, as carried on in the 
Dominion today, has two busy sea-! 
sons, seed time and harvest time. 


The periods between are in effect 
periods of rest, Farmers, therefore 
only require to employ labor during 
these busy seasqns, The result is! 
that large numbers of the country 
population migrate to the various cit- 
jes in search of work, which in con- 
sequence becomes glutted with the 
supply. The difficulty which farm- 
ers are faced with in securing labor, 
for the harvest season is a very real 


menace to the Dominion, and can be 
greatly alleviated by the farmers 
themselvec Farm laborers will go 


where the demand fer labor ts great-, 
est, and until farmers adopt a system 
whereby they will be able to hold the| 
country population to the soil, the | 
scarcity of farm labor when it Is 
| most ne»ded will be a thorn in their) 
| flesh. [ 

The wages of the farm laborer} 
have an advantage over the eity lab: | 
orers In its purchasing power. Con- 
sideration must be given to the less| 
costly living on the farm, which is In| 
most respects better Farm labor-| 
ers can get many things at prices 
which are very often below wholesale 
prices {in the city. A further compar- 
ison mede on the purchasing power 
of the city working man In terms of 
food, {s greatly to the advantage of 
| the aericulturists. All things con- 
| sidered, the conditions of the man on 
the soll ts superlor to his brother tn 
the elty, and are such as should just- 
ify a greater settlement on the land 
than at present prevails. | 
Get Weed Seeds to Germinate In Fall 

A very satisfactory method of get-| 
ting a great number of weed seeds to) 
germinate in the early fall is to light-! 
ly dise-harrow the flelds as soon after. 
the crop is cut as possible. If the 
stocks are set up in well lined rows 
there will be no difficulty whatever 
in discing almost the whole of the 
fleld excepting just where the stooks 
stand 

This work may be done at times 
when the grain Is either too wet or 
too green to be cut The results will 
amply repay this extra trouble by the 
number of weed seeds that will be 
caused to germinate, and then to be 
hilled by the early frost. This is 
a far better method for flelds even if 
you do fall plow them, for by fall 
j; plowing you simply bury the ungernt | 
inated weed seeds, which remain in 
a dorman. condition, only to germinate 
and grow into plants at the first op 
portunity of sullable weather condl- 
tions,

about the wearer's head. Each one 
of these feathers stood for a man; 
the tip of hair fastened to the feath- 
ers and painted red, represented the 
man's scalplock. Before a feather, 
could be fastened on the bonnet a/ 
man must count his honors which en- 
titled him to wear the feather, and en-! 
abled him to prepare the feather for 
use in decorating the war bonnet. 
When a warrior counted hils honors, 
be held up the feather which was to 
represent them, saying: In such a bat- 
tle I did this, ete. At the conclus 
lon of the recital the feather was_ 
handed to the man who was manufac. 
turing the war bonnet, who then put 
the feather In its proper place. As 
many of these bonnets contained 50 
or more featners, and as each feather 
must have an honor counted upon it, | 
and no honor could be counted twice, | 
the manufacturer of a bonnet required 
several helpers and the task took 
considerabl. time—often several days, | 
Strips of crmine, arranged to fall over 
the ears and cheeks. were fastened 
to the bonret. The ermine represent: 
ed alertness and skill in evading pur- | 
sult. A bird or some other symbolic 
object could be fastened on the crown 
of the skall cap. This object was,

the consnt of the warriors.  Hon- 
ors had to be counted on the strands 
of hair as on the feathers used in 
making the war bonnet, therefore 
each lock or tuft of the fringe stood 
for a war honor. and no honor could 
be counted twice It was this cus- 
tom that made garments of this char- 
ecter so highly valued. The hair for 
the fringe was generally furnished by 
the man's female relatives. Each of |

fHE STEWARDESS 


What Life Aboard Ship Means to a 
Woman ‘ 

Many womer. are inclined to think} 
that to become a stewardess on board, 
hip is the easiest thing in the world, | 
whereas, in reality, the work is by no} 
jeans easy ner are such positions 
Lghtly o tained For the right wo- 
in, the life of o stewardess is fas- 
einating tc a degree, giving oppor- 
tunities of travel which otherwise 
would. be debarred to the ordinary 
woman; but it is most essential that 


only the right kind of woman shall 
attempt to take up such work 
Mere love of travel is not sufii- 


cient qualification. The stewardess 
must Zave some practical knowledge 
cf travelling, must be physically 
Strong. and a -first-rate sailor, and, 
above all, must at all times be unfail-| 
insly cheerful aud tactfully sempt' | 
«tic. 

The stewardess needs also to poss- 
ess the gift of reticence, since rarely 
£ voyage passes without the steward- 
ess being wade the recipient of ihe 
confidences of some women travelors. 
Preference too, if always given to 
women who have had some hospital 
training One line, at least, makes 
this an indispensable qualification for 
their stewerdesses sq that it is worth 
While avy woman thidking of adopting 
the Work first to take a short hospital 
course 

The stewardess gets splendid oppor- 
tunity for travelling about the world 
but this is be no means synonymous 
with seeing the world. During a 
vovage there are few people on board 
who have tc work harder than does 
the stewardess, and she gets very 
small time for sight-seeing. As a 
sort of compensation, she has fine op- 
portunities for studying character— 
especially female character—and ob- 
tains a very diversified knowledge of 
human nature by the time she has 
taken a few voyages. 

As a gencrai thing, it is preferred 
only to eppoint experienced women as 
stewardesses The Peninsular and 
Oriental Steamship Line, for instance 
only appoint women between twenty- 


five and thirty-five in this capacity 
and this age-limit can be taken as a 
very fair average, 


The pay of a stewardess varies from 
t'vo pounis a month upwards. There 
are, of course, no expenses to be in 
curred while sailing. though between 
voyages the stewardess has to keen 
herself entirely, since it is the general 


rule to sign on afresh for each voy- 
age Pevond actual wares, a stew- 
ardess makes a lot of money by tips.

erdess The amount varies. but a 
siewardess reckons to make from five 
to twenty pounds on a single voyage 
steamship companies have 
rdesses dress in a sore of 
hosnital-surse way while on duty.

It varies toc, according to the state 
of your blood In people troubled 


with anaemia or dyspepsia the mem 
ory is usrally below the average. 
The memory improves under stimu- 
lants. such as coffee, though, of course 
only temporarily. Sedative drugs, 
such as brom.de, have the opposite 
effect Medical men have sometimes 
the regular use

memory stcadily growing feebler.
